OFLAWUNDERGRAD 

Important Business Dis- 
cussed At Meeting 
Yesterday. 

The* first [Reeling ot the Undergra- 
duate Society of the Faenlt^ of Law 

for the present session waa held in 
the Law Chambers on University 
street yesterday morning at 9.30. 

The president Mr. Maurice Ver- 
sailles, occupied the chair. In a 
brief Introductory . address Mr. Ver- 
sailles referred to their new quarters. 
It is to be regretted that this change 
has not been as satisfactory as was 
auticlpatcd, but whether the lack of 
facilities ^nd apparent Inadequacy Is 
due to want ot foresight of money, the 
president was not prepared to state. 

The first item of business which was 
discussed was tho advisability ot hold- 
ing a Faculty theatre night A reso- 
lution was passed In Its favor, a|id a 
committee ot two representatives from 
each year was chosen to. make the 
necessary arrangements. 

A motion to the effect that Law 
should act Independent o( Arts la 
Inter Faculty football was proposed, 
and resulted in a lengthy discussion. 
When- a vole was taken, however, tbu 
rootloti was defeated. It was the 
general opinion, however, that Law 
should figure In Intcrfacutly Rugby 
even if they were affiliated with Arts.- 

Mr. Origg then introduced a motion 
to the effect that an effort should bo 
made to «ttablish u miniature Judicial 
system at McOIII In connection witli 
the Faculty. The adranta^tes of this 
are apparent. P/actlcai experience 
could be offered the students in insti- 
tuthu, actions und preparlns cases. 
Tills met witti the iinuniinotiB .ippro- 
val of tho society, and immediate steps 
will be taken to arrange for tho carry- 
ing out of the proposal. 

This brought the buslncsn of the 
meeting to a close, and aa there were 
no further matters to be discussed, 
an adjournment was moved.
